MEETING NOTE: Due to the impacts of the COVID-19 pandemic, which have prompted
declarations of a public health emergency at the local, state and federal levels, this meeting will be
conducted using measures to protect public health.

These measures are in place to limit the need
for members of the public to participate in large public gatherings, while ensuring that the
discussions, deliberations and actions of the Zoning Examiner are transparent and conducted openly.

IN-PERSON ATTENDANCE BY MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC WILL BE PROHIBITED.

The Zoning Examiner, on behalf of the Mayor and Council, conducts a public hearing and considers
testimony for each rezoning in the City of Tucson. The Zoning Examiner may impose reasonable limitations
on the number of speakers and the length of the testimony.

After the Public Hearing, the Zoning Examiner issues written reports with findings of fact and a
recommendation. A preliminary report is issued five working days after the close of the public hearing. A
final report is issued 14 days after the close of the public hearing and transmitted to the Mayor and Council.
Any person may request a public hearing before Mayor and Council provided the written appeal is filed
with the City Clerk within 14 days after the close of the Zoning Examiner's public hearing. The Mayor and
Council make the final decision on all rezoning requests.

The email should include the Zoning
Examiner public hearing date, your name, and the phone number you will use for the
teleconference. The phone number provided will be used to identify the individual when/if being
called upon to speak during the public hearing by the Zoning Examiner. Individuals wishing to
speak but who did not submit a prior written request will be provided instructions by the Zoning
Examiner at the time of the hearing on how to provide comments.
